AMES, by the Grace of God, King of England, 
Scotland, France, ard Ireland , Defender of the 
Faith, &c:- To all whom theſe preſents ſhall come, 
Greeting, Whereas our Biſhops, Deans of our Cathedral 
Churches, Arch deacons, Chapters, and Colledges, and 
the other Clergy of every Dioceſſe within the Province 
of Canterbury , being ſummoned and called by wertue 
of our Writ directed to the mofi rev:rend Father in God 
John late Arch-bijſhop of Canterbury, and bearing 
date the 31. day of January , in the firſt year of our 
Reign of Etigland, France,aud Ireland, and of Scocland 
the ſeventh , to have appeared bifore him in our Cathe- 
dril Church of $t. Pauls iz London , the 20. day f 
March ther ext enſuing, or elſewhere as he ſhould have

thought it moſt convenient,to treat,conſent,and conclude 
upon certain difficult and urgent affairs mentioned in 
the ſaid Writ, did thereupon at the time appointed, and 
within the Cathedral Church of | St. Paul aforeſaid , aſ*- 
ſemble themſelves and appear in Convocation for that 
purpoſe , according to our ſaid Writ , before the Right 
reverend Father in God Rich. Biſhop of London , duly 
(upon a ſecond Writ of ours dated the 9. day of March 
aforeſaid ) authorized,appointed and conſtituted by rea- 
ſon of the ſaid Arch-biſhop of Canterbury his death, 
Preſident of the ſaid Convocation,to execute thoſe things 
which by virtue of our firſt Writ did appertain to hint 
the ſaid Arch-biſhop to have executed, if he had lived ; 
we for divers urgent and weighty cauſes and conſidera- 
tions us thereunto eſpecially moving, of our ſpecial 
Grace, certain knowledge, and meer motion, did by vir-

Adminiſtrations, as alſo by all and every Dean of the 
Arches, and other Judges of the. ſaid Arch-biſhops 
Courts, Guardians , of Spiritualities, Chancellors , 
Deans and Chapters, Arch-deacons, Commiſaries, Of- 


ficials, Regiſters, and all and every other Eccleſſaſtical 


Officers , and their inferiour Miniſters whatſoever, 
of the ſame Province of Canterbury , in their and 
every of their diſtinct Courts , and in the order and 
manner of their and every of their proceedings, and 
by all other perſons within this Realm , as far as law- 
fully being members of the Church, it may concern © 
them, as in our ſaid Letters Patents amoneſt other 
clauſes more at large doth appear. Foraſmmch as the 
ſaid Biſhop of London , Preſident of the ſaid Convo- 
cation,and others the ſaid Biſhops,Deans, Arch-deacons, 
Chapters, and Colledges, with the reſt of the Clergy, 
having met together at the time and place before men- 
tioned , and then and there by vertue of our ſaid au- 
thority granted unto them, treated of, concluded, and 
agreed upon certain Canons, Orders, Ordinantecs, and 
Conſtitutions, to the end and purpoſe by #s limited 
and preſcribed unto them , and have thereupon offered 
and preſented the ſame unto #8, moſt humbly 


deſiring #s to give our Royal aſſent unto their 
faid 


ſaid Canons, Order, Ordinances, and Conſtitutions , 
according to the form of a certain Statute or Act of Par- 
liament made in that behalf in the five and twentieth 
year of King Henry the eighth, ard by our ſaid Prero- 
eative Royal, and Supreme authority in canſes Eccleſta- 
ſtical , to ratifie by our Letters Patents under our great 
Seal of England,and to confirm the ſame : the Title aud 
Tencur of them being word for word as enſucth.

I, The Kings Supremacy over the Church of England, in cauſes 
Eccleſiaſtical, to be maintained, 


we firſt decree and ordain, That the Arch-biſhop of Car- 

terbury;from time to time) all Biſhops of this Province,or 
Deans, Arch-deacons, Parſons, V1cars, and all other Ecclefiiſtical 
Perſons, (hall fairhtully keep and obſerve, and (as much as in them 
lieth) (hall cauſe tobe obſerved and kept of oxhers, all and ſingular 
Laws and Statutes made for the reftoring ro the Crown of this 
Kingdomzthe ancient juriſdiction over che Stare Ecclehiaſtical,and 
abolithing of all forreign: power repugnant to the ſame. Further- 
more,all Eccleſiaſtical perſons,havirg cures or Souls, and all other 
Preachers,and Readers of Divinity LeQuresthall'ro the utrermoft 
of their wit,knowledge and learning,purely and fincerely (withour 
any colour or diflunulation) teach, manifeſt,open,and declare four 
times every year(at the leaſt in their Sermons and other Collarions 
and'LeRures, Thar all uſurped and forreign power(foraſmuch as the 
ſame hach-riv eftabliſhmentnor ground by che Law of God-) is for 
moſt juſt cauſes caken away and aboliſhed : and that therefore no 
manner of- obedience, or {ubjeion, within his Majeſties Realms 
and Dominions,is due unto any ſuch farreign power : bur that the

ſcierices of them who acc indeed rightly Religions, fullowing the 
R oyal Reps of our me} word y King , becauſe he therein follow.

Firſt, it is to be obſervedgthat although the Jews and Echnicks 
derided both the Apoſtles and the reft of che Chriſtians for preach. 
ing and belicvirg in him who wes crucified upon the Crois : Yer 
al}, both Apoſtles and Chriſtians, were fo far from being diſcou- 
raged {rom their profeſſion by.che ignominy of the Croſs , as they 
rather 
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rather rejoyc2d and triumphed in ic. Yea, tre Holy Ghoſt, by the 
mouths of the Apolilzs, did honour the name of the Croſs (being 
hateful among the Jews, ſo far,that under it he comprebenced, no; 
only Chriſt crucified but the force,efteats, 1nd werus of his Dea: « 
and Paiſion,with all the comforts, fruns,and promiſes which we re- 
ceive or expect thereby. 

Secondiy,the honour and dignity of the name of the Crots, be- 
gt 2 reverend elttmwmon even in the Apeltles times ( tor ono 
tha: 18 known to the contrary) of the ſign of the Croſs : Winch the 
Chrittians ſhorely after uſed in all their :&ions , thereby making an 
ouward (hew and profefiiongzven tothe aſtonithment of the Jews, 
that tney were not aſhimet to acknowledee him tor rhetr Lord and 
S1vionr, who died for them upon the Croſs, And this fign th>y did 
ro- only uſe themſelves With 1 kind of glory, when rhzy mer with 
any Jews. brt ſigned therewith their children when they were chri- 
ftenzdzro dedicite them by thar badge to his ſervice, whoſe benefits 
beſtowed upon chem in Baptiſm, the name of the Crofs did repree 
fenr, And his uſe of thelign of che Croſs in baptiſm was held in 
the Primitive Church, as well by the Greeks as che Latines, with 
one conſent and great applauſe. Ar whar time, if any had oppoſed 
cbemſelves againkt ic, they would certainly have been cenſured as 
enemies of the name of the Croſs,and conſequently of Chrifts 1..c- 
rics,.he ign whereof they could no berrer endure. This continual 
and genzral uſe of the fign of the Croſs, is evident Dy many reſtimo» 
nies of the ancient Farhers. 

Thirdly, it muſt be confc(led, that in proceſs of time, the fign of 
the Croſs was greatly abuſed in the Church of Kime,eſpecially after 
that corruption of Popery had once poſſeſſed ir. But the abuſe of a 
caing doth not take away the lawful uſe of it.Nay ſo far was it from 
the purpoſe of the Church of England , to forſake and reje& the 
Churches of-1taly, France, Spain.Germany, or any ſuch like Church- 
es,in all chings wich they held and praftiſed, thar as the Apology 
of the Church of England confeſleth, it doth with reverence retain 
thoſe Ceremonies, which do neither endammage che Church of 
God,nor offend the.minds of, ſober men ; .and only deparced from 
them in thoſe.prreicular points Wwhetein they were Auen'bork from 
themſelves in their ancierit integricy ; 4nd from, the Apoſtolical 
Churches,which were.their firſt founders. Jn whictyteſpe&t,athonglt 
| ſome other very.ancietit ceremonies, thafien.of theCrofs'in bap- 

- tiſm hath been rerained in this Church,! bot by'the juldgemetit"and 
D practice 
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practice of thoſe reverend Fathers , and great Divines in the days 
of King Edward the 6. of whom ſome conttancly tuffered for the 
profethon of the truth ; and others being extled 1n the time of 
Queen Afary,did after their r2turiyinihe beginning of the Reign 
of our late dread Soveraign, continually detend and uſe the ſame. 
This reſolution and praRtice of our Church hath been allowed and 
approved by the cenſure upon the Communton-book in King Ed- . 
ward the fixth his days, and by the harmony of conteſfions of lacter 

years ; becauſe indeed the uſe of this ſign in baptiſm was ever ac- 

companied here with ſuch ſufficient. cautions and exceptions. a» 
gaintt all Popith ſuperRicion and errour, as in the like caſes are ei- 

ther fir or conveoienc,

We following their holy and religious example , do conſtitute and 
decree, Thar nc Deacons or Miniſters be ordained and made, but 
only upon the Sundays immediately following, Fejunia qnater tems 
por, commonly called Ember weeks, appointed in ancient time 
tor prayer and faſting (purpoſely for this cauſe at their brit Inſtitut» 
on)1nd ſo continued ar this day in che Church of Exglandzand that 
this be done in the Cathedral Pariſh Church. where the Biſhop reſt- 
deth,and in the time ofgDivine Sexvicezin the preſence,not only of 
the Arch-deacon,buc of the Deanzand two prebendariesart the leafty 
or (if they happen byany lawful cauſe to be leror hindred) in the 
preſence of four ocher grave perſons, being Maſters of Arts at the 
leaft,and allowed for publick preachers. |

T He Office of a Deacon being a ſtep or degree to;che Miniſtry,
